* Iby far the moat important debate of 
the #easion took place on Thureday last 
with reference to the appointment of a 
Minister of Agriculture. Hon. Mr. 
Mowat in moving the socund reading of 
the bill to add an additional portfolio, 
«poke of the groat importance of the 
agricultural industry in Ontaria. He 
pointed out the necessity of doing all 
that could be done for promoting the 
wolfare and raise the condition of our 
farming community. Agriculture should 
bo made as agreeable a pursuit as those 
of law, medicine or any othor profession. 
In the past much had been done and it 
was hoped that when the whole atten- 
tion of a practical business farmer was 
devoted to this industry, still greater 
benefits should be realized. The other 
dopartments wero already overworked. 
It was simply impossible toask anyof his 
colleagues to undertake such additional 
onerous duties.- Tho cost of establish- 
ing the new department would entail 
é, little moro than the ministers 
salary of $4,000. He thought the 
people would endorse his proposed 
action. Wo muxt be progroasive not 
remain ata standstill, At Confedera- 
tion there were as many ministera as at 
present. Tne population and business 
of the country had grown and is, under 
prudent management, growing rapidly. 
he contended that we should keap 
peace with that growth, Hon. Mr. 
Meredith in reply could not congratu- 
late the First Minister on his morlesty 
in arrogating to himself the credit for 
the great prosperity of the country. He 
opposed the motion on account of ex 
pense. Mr, Fraser then proceeded to 
“knock the bran out tho hoy. gentle- 
men’s arguments.” Ho showed that 
the new minister's salary was at the rate 
of 1-1750 por cent. of tho estimated 
value of the farming interests. He 
thought no common sense farmer would 
refuse to pay so insignificant a rate for 
the incroased benefit to bo received.

The amendment to the game law fixes the 
close season for deer, elk, mo se, reindeer or

His mothod is to 
have tho patient take, every hour, a 
tableapoonfal of a sulution of benzoate 
of sodium, fifteen grains to the ounce,and 
at the samo time one sixth of a grain of 
sulphide of calcium in syrup or gran- 
ula ; in addition to this the throat is 
thoroughly sprayed every half hour

A Worthy Charity. 


One of the newest and most needed organ- 
izations for Christian work, of which Chi. 
cago has not a few, is that of *- The Protec. 
tive Agency for Women and children,” It 
originated a little more than a year ago in 
the Woman's Club, to which, with the aid 
of various other benevolent societies, its suc- 
cess is due. Ite aim is to afford moral and 
legal eupport to women and children who are 
heipless or trespassed upon, either be- 
cause they are ignorant of their rights or be- 
@anuse they are poor and alone, and who, 
without encoaragement, would never seck 
for whatever protection is afforded by the 
laws. When a crime is heard of against any 
one of vhis class, an t is sent to learn 
the circumstances and inquire into the 
means and deserts of the victim. for the 
worthy and needy, the agenzy seeks to act 
the part of a sister. Daring its first year 
it received and investigated 136 complaints, 
In small claims only a letter, showing that 
the one to whom money is due has friends; 
is frequently all that is needed to bring 
about @ satisfactory settlement. But when 
it is necessary, the agency dees not hesitate 
to appeal to the courts, and so far it has not 
loat & case involving money, Much of its 
work consists in the collection of small debts 
to workingwomen, ranging in amount from 
fifty centa to $50, Many cases are in de- 
fense of the victims of designing evil-doe 
by giving them the requisite courage an 
knowledge, and furnishing them, git 
sary, with trustworthy legal counsel, 

Very little Christian work requires more 
self-denial than for a delegation of respect- 
able ladies, of acknowledged social position, 
to attend a trial in a police court, and sub- 
mit to all the delays and annoyances which 
the defender of some undoubted villain may 
subject them to, for the sake of betriending 
by their presence those who have no friends. 

ery few deeds could give such moral sup-

Dropping in atthe Assembly Hall 


the other day I was struck by the 
| weary and languid air of many of our 


legislators —This was most conspicuous 
among the farmer members and tho 
Opposition. The former were ‘ ‘sighing 
their souls” towards their live stock and 
cultivators, while the latter yazed with 
despairing wistfullness towards the 
Treasury Benches. . i he business is now 
largely contined to the various Com- 
mittees, and very little more than a 
furmal assent is given when they eome 
ap for their third readings. On Wed- 
nesday Mr. Meredith spoke to his 
wotion anent the mining and timber 
resolutions. He regretted that the 
Government had not granted this com- 
mittee earlier, This entailed upon him 
the necessity of showing the faults of 
the present administration of our timber 
and mineral resources. Tho awerago 
annual revenue derived from these 
sources was $554,328. He objected to 
the Governments doctorine that we 
have nothing to do with'posterity. He 
claimed that thie branch of the service 


had been mismanaged since Confedera- | 


tion. He pointed out that nothing had 


heen done in regard to ihe reservation’. 


of a tiact of timber for forestry pur- 
poses recommended “by Mr. Kirkland 
and Mr. Phipps—both government 
officials. Considering the great advance 
in the price of timber it was unwise to 
force the sale of limits. In regard to 
the mineral wealth he complained that 
the government had not dune enough 
to foster and develop it. Mr. Wood 
(Hastings) seconded the motion. He 
contended that the settler should have 
the refuse loft by the lumbermen, at ao 
reasonable price. He thought too little 
attention was paid to the mining indus- 
try. He said something about Lake 
Superior but nothing about North 
Hastings. In the absence of the Com- 
missiover of Crown Lands Hon. Mr. 
Fraser replicd to the motion, The de- 
lay in cousidering this resolution had 
been unavoidable. He contended that 
the mover had been unfair both in the 
names on the proposed committee and 
in the constitution of the committee. 
‘He pointed out that. the advanco of 
settlement, threatening the timber in- 
terest, demanded that it shonld be put 
up and sold. He showed thai the 
preseht value of our timber limits to be 
$127,000,000. At*the present rate of 
sales this would not be exhausted for 
one hundred years. Hoe thought thero- 
fore that posterity had been sufficiently 
cared for. He agreed that the policy 
was fair to the lumbermen and fair to 
the people. In reference to mining he 
contended that the Government could 
not-have done more, It was not the 
duty of Government to step in. where 
private epterprise had failed. Ue an-
